At one time when there 
was a fusillade of shots from til' up­ 
per floor Mrfc Ford and her babe were 
slightly scratched with bullets. 
Sunday Anderson cut with an ax a 
largo hole through the floor and ceil 
ing and turned the hose directly onto 
the Fords. 
The exchange of shots 
that followed attracted hundreds of 
people and also a force of police. 
The

the crowd back 
when A nderson's door was broken in 
and he was arrested. 
Anderson In* 
slsted he would kill anyone that came 
near bls door, but he did not molest 
the policemen.

“I w ant to know th at 
my m other 
will 
be cared for after I am ‘hung’,” 
said the 21-year-old 
boy, who is now 
the 
self-confessed m urderer of five 
men. 
“I am guilty of crim es of which 
you know nothing aud for which in­ 
nocent men are now suffering. There 
are rew ards offered for my capture 
and conviction. 
If you will guarantee 
that 
these 
rew ards will go to tnv 
mother I will convict myself. 
I will 
confess crim es that will startle you.’’ 
Told of a rtw Crimes. 
In order to make his word good

Minor hald-ups and robberies in and 
out of Chicago were mentioned by 
Neidermeyer. 
But in all cases he was 
careful to conceal the names of his 
associates In crime, merely giving auf 
Relent outline of the crim es to w ar­ 
rant Chief O'Neil In believing that 
Neiderm eyer was telling the truth. 
When N eiderm eyer went back to 
his cell it w as with the assurance that 
his m other would be bettered $500 
financially. 
Special Agent W. Riley, of the Chi 
cago and N orthw estern railroad, prom 
Ised bim th at Mrs. Neidermeyer should 
be given the rew ard of $500 for the 
arrest and conviction of the Cly bourn 
station robbers after Neiderm eyer de 
tailed the robbery to them and exon 
erated a man 
named 
Dolle, of St 
Louis, who is now under Indictment. 
O perator 
Dougherty 
and 
Ticket 
Agent Lathrop, the victims of the rob­ 
bers in the Clybourn station hold-up 
were present 
during N elderm eyer's 
confession, going over with hint in de­ 
tail 
the 
robbery 
and 
shooting 
at 
Lathrop. 
Neiderm eyer detailed the Paducah. 
Ky.. hold up perfectly, refusing to tell 
names for the reason that none of the 
Illinois Central detectives were pres­ 
ent. 
Ho offered to tell Special Agent 
O’Keefe the entire story of the daring 
robbery and even show him the house 
In Kentucky where he hid after the 
robbery. 
The Paducah Hold-Up.

Sunday Anderson cut with an ax a 
large hole through the floor and ceil­ 
ing and turned the hose directly onto 
the Fords. 
The exchange of shots 
that followed attracted hundreds of 
people and also a force of police. The 
latter had great difficulty In holding 
the neighbors and 
the 
crowd back 
when Anderson’s door was broken in 
and he was arrested. 
Anderson In­ 
sisted he would kill anyone that came 
near his door, but he did not molest 
the policemen. 
Anderson was arrest­ 
ed for shooting to kill. 
Ford was shot behind the ear an i 
would have been instantly killed but 
for a silver plate inserted in his hear! 
after he had been shot years ago. 
After Ford s wounds were dressed at 
the hospital he was arrested for cut­ 
ting the water pipes to prevent the 
flood that Anderson had turned loose 
Anderson was released on bail, but 
kept in hiding, as the angry crowd re­ 
mained about his premises. 
Elijah 
Thatcher, son-in-law of Ford, was also 
arrested for shooting to kill.

Tile* difference between 26U» cents and 
$1.00 is 73Vj cents, which is natur­ 
ally in favor elf the Mexican producer, 
when his product comes intel competi­ 
tion with that elf the United States 
planter in the m arkets elf the* world. 
One other advantage is that while the 
United States sugar planter is com­ 
pelled te» plant his crop each year, tile 
Mexican planter does so only once in 
from six to twelve years. 
“Advices from the department of 
agriculture disclose a constantly eh', 
creasing supply elf rubber. 
Unless 
either rubber forests ar,' soon discov­ 
ered, Hit' commodity is sure tei double 
in price."
